To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  perusal  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  I964. 

The  report  has  been  presented  in  the  form  indicated  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  which  includes  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  area. 

The  Live  Birth  F:ate  was  17.46  per  1,000  population,  (England  and  ¥/ales 
18.4)  -  309  babies  being  bom  in  I964.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  19.05  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births,  (England  and  V/ ales  I6 .3) .  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  6.47,  (England  and  Yvales  20.0)«  The  Death 
Rate  for  all  ages  from  all  causes  was  9.33  per  1,000  population  (England  and 
V/ales  11.3),  compared  with  9.18  in  I963. 

All  these  figures  follow  the  national  trend  fairly  closely,  although  it 
must  be  remembered  v/ith  so  fev/  figures  it  is  difficult  to  compare  incidences. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
able  assistance  in  compiling  this  Annual  Report.

The  character  of  the  work  to  be  carried  out  in  public  health  is  changing 
and  the  emphasis  needs  to  be  re -orientated.  The  diseases  requiring  urgent 
attention  are  not  so  much  the  ones  usually  associated  with  public  health 
departments,  but  those  with  the  largest  figures  in  this  table.  Heart 
conditions  and  maligriancy  are  the  two  outstanding  examples.  A  great  deal 
of  research  has  already  gone  on  with  regard  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung,  and 
it  is  now  largely  in  the  preventative  catogory.  The  problem  of  conveying 
this  knov/ledge  across  to  the  general  population  is  a  national  one,  but  most 
people  have  heard  by  one  means  or  another  the  findings  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  Cigarette  smoking  is  one  the  main  factors  involved. 

However,  action  on  a  large  scale  is  required,  to  combat  the  effects  of 
advertising  etc.. 

Secondly,  vrarld  wide  research  is  taking  place  into  the  disease  of  the 
heart' s  blood  vessels,  producing  coronary  thrombosis  or  occlusion.  The 
principal  fact  to  emerge  is  that  the  disease  increases  very  rapidly  with 
higher  standards  of  living,  and  the  amount  of  animal  fats  consumed. 

/jjnerica  with  the  highest  standard  of  living  in  the  world  has  by  far 
the  greatest  death  rate.  Approximately  one  adult  male  in  five  will  have  a 
"heart  attack" .

I  have  also  reported  to  the  Council  the  puzzle  of  hard  water  and  its 
relationship  to  arteriosclerosis  v/hich  was  first  investigated  in  Japan, 

As  yet  no  definite  result  has  been  discovered,  although  by  statistical 
methods  nearly  all  other  factors  have  been  eliminated  by  surveys  in 
Finland  and  U.S.A.  V»hen  the  water  supply  to  a  community  is  very  soft  the 
incidence  of  cerebro-vascular  disease  is  increased. 

It  v/ill  be  along  the  lines  of  epidemiological  investigations  that  these 
problems  v/ill  be  resolved,  and  the  solutions  applied. 

In  the  youngest  age  group,  accidents,  malignant  diseases  such  as 
leukaemia  and  congenital  defects  are  now  among  the  principal  causes  of  death. 
They  have  replaced  the  ’’killer”  diseases  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough, 
tuberculosis  and  diphtheria  which  were  common  20  years  ago.  For  exajnple  in 
Scotland  in  19h6 ,  nearly  200  children  died  from  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
but  in  1963,  this  was  reduced  to  15.  However,  nearly  65O  Scottish  children 
under  5  years  of  age  in  I963  died  from  cor, genital  defects.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 


During  the  year  tlriere  were  numerous  cases  notified  of  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  of  childhood,  I  do  not  consider  that  these  figures  are 
complete.  This  reflects  a  change  in  the  character  of  many  of  the  infections. 
Nowadays  with  prompt  antibiotic  treatment,  the  clinical  picture  which  used 
to  be  seen  has  altered.  For  example,  the  organism  causing  scarlet  fever, 
is  very  susceptible  to  penicillin  and  is  quickly  destroyed.  Many  of  the 
children  have  only  a  sore  throat  and  a  fleeting  rash. 

Although  the  recorded  deaths  from  the  common  infectious  diseases  has  been 
nil  for  eeveral  years,  it  is  still  important  to  follow  these  cases  as 
occasionally  seqioelae  may  appear  later. 

In  spite  of  the  advances  made  in  the  treatment  it  is  still  essential  to 
emphasise  the  importance  of  prevention  by  inoculations.  During  the  year  the 
numbers  of  mothers  and  children  visiting  either  their  own  doctors  or  the 
various  Child  V^ielfare  Clinics  has  been  satisfactory.  Nearly  60fb  of  the 
mothers  and  infants  in  the  district  come  to  the  clinics,  A  small  Clinic  was 
started  at  Vi  hit  ting  ton,  and  is  being  well  attended.  At  the  sane  time  efforts 
were  made  at  the  schools  to  encourage  the  older  children  to  have  re-inforcing 
booster  doses,  as  suggested  in  the  Schedule  P,  The  reason  for  this  new 
effort  was  due  to  the  fact  that  only  33%  of  children  had  received  the  re¬ 
inforcing  doses  required  at  school  entry  and  about  10  years  of  age.

(b)  children  of  14  years  and  upwards  who  are  still  at  school  and 
students  for  further  education,  teacher  training  colleges, 
technical  colleges  and  other  establishments  for  further  education 
and, 

(c)  whole  school  classes  which  may  include  a  few  children  under  13 
years  for  convenience. 

The  table  on  page  19  gives  the  particulars  of  schools  in  the  Oswestiy 
Rural  District  visited  for  B.G.G.  vaccination  purposes  during  I964. 

All  positive  reactors  (to  the  Mantoux  Skin  Tests)  together  with  their 
school  and  home  contacts  are  routinely  followed  up  and  X  -reiyed.

All  these  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board  whidi  was  constituted  in  accoirdance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
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j^iBULANGE  SERVICES 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  became  the  duty  of  the 
County  Council,  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act,  to  make 
provisions  for  securing  that  ambulance  and  other  means  of  transport  are 
available  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  physical  or  mental 
illness  and  expectant  mothers  or  nursing  mothers,  from  places  in  their 
area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 


L^OraTORY  PACILmES 


These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  Shrew sbiiry.  Telephone:  Shrewsbury  4684. 

The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  and  the  Pathologist,  Dr.G.  Grant. 

This  seirvice  is  based  on  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  undertakes  the 
work  for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to 
diagnosis.  It  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing  with 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  food  samples. 


BLOOD  TR/JISFUSION  SERVICE 


For  very  many  people  during  the  course  of  serious  illness,  blood 
transfusion  is  a  life  saving  treatment,  iinaemia,  loss  of  blood  in  accidents, 
child  birth  or  operation  and  severe  burns  all  call  for  the  transfusion  of 
blood . 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Unit  based  on  Birmingham  visits 
Oswestry  twice  ec<.ch  year  when  a  large  number  of  public-spirited  citizens  from 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District  attend  to  give  blood. 

New  volunteers  are  constantly  reqirLred  to  take  the  place  of  those  leaving 
the  district  or  reaching  ’’retiring  age”.

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LOCAL  HL^AliTEI  AUTHORPrY  C.uINICS 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194^,  the  County  Council,  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  provide  child  welfare  clinics.  The  clinic  in 
Oswestry  is  held  in  Ujjper  Brook  Street  every  V»ednesday  froia  9.30  to  12.30  p.m, 
and  from  1.30  to  4*30  p.m.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  are  provided,  as  well  as  vaccination  against  smallpox.  Facilities 
are  also  available  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis. 

\yelfare  Food  -  orange  juice,  codliver  oil  preparations,  other  vitamin 
preparations,  ix)v;dered  milk  and  cereals  for  babies  -  are  all  on  sale  at.  the 
clinics.  These  welfare  foods  are  also  on  sale  daily  except  on  Thursday. 

The  Clinic  is  staffed  by  experienced  health  visitors  v/ho  can  advise  on 
any  problem  connecting  with  the  rearing,  feeding  and  management  of  babies 
and  young  children.  A  doctor  is  always  in  attendance. 

HOME  HELP  SEPVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Salop  County  Council  as  one  of  its 
functions  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  It  helps  to 
maintain  the  aged  and  the  sick  in  their  homes.  This  excellent  service  is 
run  in  Oswestry  and  District  by  the  supervisor  Mrs,  Crombie  who  has  21  home 

helps  under  her  control. 

NATlONi'lL  /.SSISTWGE  ( AI\ffiNDfalENT)  ACT,  1951 . 

There  was  only  one  occasion  in  I964  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
take  official  action  under  the  Act,  As  routine,  I  prefer  persuasion,  although 
more  time  consuming,  it  is  a  much  more  huiaane  approach,  than  going  to  a  Court. 
Relatives  and  friends,  especially  in  the  smaller  village,  appreciate  this, 
and  their  co-operation  is  much  easier  to  obtain. 
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DENTAL  CLJS^ICS 


The  Salop  County  Council  provide  a  dental  service  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  for  pre-school  age  and  school  age  children.  The 
aim  of  the  School  Dental  Ser’/ice  is  to  ensm’e  that,  as  far  as  practicable, 
children  will  leave  school  without  the  loss  of  permanent  teeth,  free  from 
dental  diseases  and  irregularity  and  trained  in  the  care  of  their  teeth.

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PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  ;>’ear  eaw  tlie  passing  of  the  water  undertaking  from  the  Council  to 
the  V.'est  Shropshire  Water  Board  on  which  this  Council  has  two  Representatives. 
As  a  Public  Health  Authority  we  are  still  responsible  for  seeing  that  the 
inliabitants  of  the  district  are  jjrovided  with  an  adequate  and  wholesome 
supply  of  water,  therefore  samples  continue  to  be  taken  for  wholesomeness 
and  appropriate  action  taken  where  there  is  inadequancy.  It  is  also  the 
Council' s  responsibility  for  enforcing  the  provision  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  and  Water  Act  in  respect  of  indoor  water  supplies  to  dwellings  and 
other  premises. 

The  last  stage  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme  is  in  progress  and 
mains  water  will,  when  the  scheme  is  completed,  be  available  to  most 
premises  within  the  district.  The  last  stage  will,  in  particular,  ensure  an 
adequate  and  v/holesome  supply  to  the  Trefonen  area  which  hitherto  tias  had  an 
extremej.y  jDOor  supply. 

PUBLIC  ssv;ers. 

The  sewerage  scheme  which  has  been  in  progress  at  Pant  and  Llanymynech 
for  sometime  v/as  completed  during  the  year  and  several  properties  connected 
to  it.  Many  enquiries  for  modernising  of  properties  have  since  been  received. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Ruyton-Xl-Towns  has  been 
approved  and  a  starting  date  the  1st  January,  19^5  given. 

Plans  for  the  sev;ering  of  West  Felton  and  Trefonen  are  being  dealt  with 
by  the  Council' s  Consulting  Engineers.  Both  areas  are  in  need  of  water 
borne  sanitation.  The  present  system  of  septic  tanks  and  soakaways,  and  in 
many  instances,  pail  and  chemical  closet  accommodation,  should  be  abolished 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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HOUSING  SURVEY 


During  the  year  the  housing  survey  was  continued  in  the  parishes  of 
Llanyblodv/el  and  Oswestry  Rural.  The  latter  parish  is  the  largest  in  acreage 
in  the  Rural  District  and  extends  from  Trefonen  in  the  west  to  Aston  and 
and  Maesbur^^  in  the  east.  Near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Borough  of 
Oswestry  there  is  some  late  Victorian  terrace-house  development.  Apart 
from  this  the  parish  consists  of  hamlets  or  townships  but  no  village  centre 
at  all , 

The  townships  inspected  include  Coedygo,  Crickheath,  Maesb\ary,  Morda, 
Morton,  Nantycaws,  Nantmawr,  Sweeney  Mountain,  Treflach  and  Trefonen. 

Inspections  were  confined  to  houses  with  a  pre-196l  assessment  of  £18 
so  that  the  better  class  houses  and  modern  residential  types  have  been 
excluded.  The  oldest  cottages  inspected  date  from  the  latter  half  of  the 
seventeenth  century  and  are  usually  of  half-timbered  construction.  The 
majority  of  the  cottages  inspected  are  detached  or  semi-detached.  Many  (. 
are  built  of  rough,  uneven  limestone  or  sandstone  and  appear  to  date  from 
the  late  eighteenth  century  to  the  earlj'  Victorian  period.  A  number  of  these 
were  built  by  the  landed  estates  for  tenantry  and  work  peopJe  ,  Large  stone 
chimneys  and  baking  ovens  are  common.  Steep,  narrow  and  winding  stairs  and 
uneven-  open- jointed  bedroom  floors  of  oak  are  frequently  infested  with  wood¬ 
worm.  The  accommodation  usually  consists  of  two  living  rooms,  two  bedrooms 
and  a  lean-to  scullery  or  wash  house.  Others  have,  in  addition,  a  small 
cowshed  or  stable,  a  dairy  or  milk  house,  a  hay  barn,  a  pig  stye  and  two  to 
four  acres  of  land,  symbols  of  small  scale  farming  which  is  now  declining 
Elderli?  tenants  remaining  in  these  cottages  have  no  stock  and  the  i.*'  larid  it: 
usually  let  to  an  adjoining  farmer.  As  these  houses  become  worn  out  and  due 
for  replacement  the  tenants  are  reluctant  to  exchange  them  for  a  Council  House 
at  a  rent  the^  cannot  afford.  In  such  cases  there  is  no  alternative  but  to 
leave  them  undisturbed  for  their  remaining  years  and  ultimately  enforce  the 
reconditioning  or  demolition  of  the  cottages. 
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The  enforcement  of  housing  improvements  is  a  difficult  problem  where 
owners  and  owner -occupiers  are  without  the  means  to  improve  their  houses. 
Many  rural  cottages  are  let  at  very  low  rents  to  elderly  pensioners  and 
ow’ners  are  reluctant  to  increase  the  rents. 

Another  factor  which  is  retarding  the  improvement  of  unfit  houses  is 
the  lenient  attitude  of  the  judiciary  towards  defaulting  property  owners. 

In  two  instances  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  April  and  Jul^/,  I964, 
but  the  Court  Orders  had  not  been  complied  with  in  December,  I964. 

These  extended  legal  proceedings  involve  attendance  at  adjourned  hearings 
in  addition  to  periodic  inspections  of  the  premises  to  verify  whether  any 
improvements  have  been  carried  out. 

Many  rural  householders  appear  to  have  no  knowledge  of  housing 
legislation,  or  of  a  landlords’  legal  obligations. 

Instances  have  occurred  where  tenants  have  carried  out  improvements 
which  are  the  legal  responsibility  of  the  landlord.  Such  as  the  provision 
of  mains  water,  sinks  and  drains,  repairs  to  roofs,  eaves  guttering,  floors, 
walls  and  ceilings.  Occupiers  of  small  cottages  have  also  constructed 
single  storey  kitchen- sculleries  of  salvaged  timber,  galvanised  iron  or 
felt  which  are  usually  of  poor  construction.  They  contravene  the  building 
byelaws  and  give  a  slummy  appearance  to  the  backs  of  the  premises. 

Notices  have  been  outstanding  since  June,  196 1,  on  a  number  of  houses 
in  Moors  Lane,  St.  Martins  when  attention  was  called  to  the  necessity  for 
sev/erage  facilities.  There  are  outstanding  notices  on  a  number  of  houses 
in  the  parish  of  "west  Felton  which  were  inspected  in  the  summer  of  I962  and 
in  Ruy ton-Xl-Towns  in  19^3 .  In  the  latter  instance  improved  drainage  and 
sanitation  are  awaiting  the  completion  of  a  sewerage  scheme ,

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  refuse  collection  scheme.  Three 
vehicles  are  employed,  one  Corapressmore  and  two  side-loading  vehicles.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  Council  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  collecting  the 
whole  of  the  refuse  from  Park  Hall  Camp,  in  which  case  it  will  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  some  re-organisation,  v/ith  a  possible  extension  of  the  service 
to  other  areas.  The  paper  sack  system  has  not  been  adopted  in  the  area,  but 
is  undoubtedly  a  matter  which  will  have  to  be  looked  into  in  the  near  future. 
If  such  a  system  is  adopted,  it  will  then  be  necessar;y  to  abandon  the  kerbside 
method  of  collection  to  collect  from  the  premises, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

A  public  convenience  exists  on  the  Racecourse.  A  second  has  been 
completed  at  Llanymynech  and  is  a  joint  project  v;ith  Llanfyllin  Rural  District 
Council.  A  third  convenience  is  planned  for  the  village  of  Gobowen  and  it 
is  proposed  to  construct  it  adjacent  to  the  By-Pass  Road  where  it  will  not 
only  serve  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  village  but  also  the  north  and 
south  bound  traffic. 

MOVEABLE  Di^ELLlNGS 

The  number  of  moveable  dv/ellings  for  which  Planning  Permission  has  been 
granted  during  the  year  is  five  and  five  refusals. 
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PREVENT  ION  OP  DiiWiAGE  BY  PESTS 


The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  is  administered  by  a  Joint 
Committee  of  representatives  of  Oswestry  Borough  and  Oswestry  Rural  District 
Council.  One  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  and  he  carries  out  routine 
inspection  and  treatment  where  owners  or  occupiers  have  entered  into  a 
Contract  with  the  Committee. 

One  major  infestation  v/as  met  vdth  in  the  rural  district  during  the 
year.  This  occurred  at  a  refuse/ tip  at  which  a  good  deal  of  sewage  sludge 
had  been  deposited.  Hov/ever,  treatment  with  "warfarin”  exterminated  the 
infestation  within  a  v/eek  and  there  has  not  been  a  recurrence. 

Gerjerally  speaking  the  scheme  is  working  satisfactorily.
